Bishop Jones Is 
Killed By Auto 


JERSEY CITY—Bishop Law- 
rence Jones, 55, pastor of the 
Black Patti Methodist Episcopal 
Church of New York, and a fam- 
iliar figure in Hoboken for many 
years, was killed instantly Satur- 
day: night. at 10:25 o'clock when 
hit by a car at 14th street and~ 
Park avenue. 

He was struck by a car driven 
by John Muller, 55, a justice of the 
peace and real estate broker, who 
has his office at,930 Washington 
street. The bishop’ was pronoun- 
ced dead on the arrival of Dr. Mc- 
Ginley.of—St.-Mary-s—Hospital-and. 
the body was removed to Hoff- 
man's morgue where relatives are 
expected. to claim it. 

Muller was booked at the Sec- 
ond Precinct on a charge of caus- 
ing death by auto with careless 
and heedless driving. He was re- 
leased in his own custody. pending 
a hearing by Recorder Robert W, 
‘Emery. 

According to Patrolmen Caruth 
and Growney, Muller had stopped 
for a red light on Park avenue and 
then turned into 14th street when 
he ran down the clergyman who 
died of a fractured skull and oth 
injuries. The bishop, who veal

City, was- a frequent visito to 
Hoboken and-made the rounds of 
the various taverns — collecting 
funds for charity work in which 
he was interested. He carried a 
Jarge silver. cross with- which. he 
usually blessed those who gave.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — This 
paragraph from the story.,““Burma j 
Bomber”, by Pete Martin appear- A 
ing in the October 23 issue of 
the Saturday Evening. Post, and 
recounting the exploits of Cap- 
tain Clarke E. Johnston .of Dallas, A 
Texas, reveals a stirring heroic 
incident involving Negro soldiers:

jous effort on the part of those 
forces opposed to discrimination to 
break down the segregation that 
exists in those already existing 
US.O.’s. 

3. Discrimination is in direct 
contrast to democracy, and men 
are dying on battle fronts all over 
the world this very moment sup- 
posedly| for democracy. 2 

Discrimination is a condition 
tHat exists everywhere in the U. 
S. A. A fact even the Queen’ of 
Angels are well aware of. No mat- 
ter where you go you will fre- 
quently come in contact with its 
poisonous fangs. If one is on the 
alert, they don’t necessarily “have 
to, go any place to find it. There 
are signs of it all around you. 
€ The signs come in various forms, 
For instance in New York state in 
Hillburn, N. Y. particular, it comes 
in the form of. discriminated 
Schools. of all the places.

U.S.O. Centers are established 
for the benefit of servicemen. Re- 
gardless of color or race. At least 
that is what we are made to un- 
derstand here in the Army.

That they 
may be Kept out of certain movie

WASHINGTON — More than 
74,000 Negroes are now serving 
in the U. S. Navy, Secretary 
Frank Knox’ announced at his 
press conference Friday, October 
22. Approximately 7,100 of these 
Negro recruits are members of 
the “Seabees,” construction bat- 
talions. organized within the Bur- 
eau of Yards and Docks to build 
advance. bases wherever needed 
and to fight whenever the occas- 
ion requires it,

Secretary Knox also said that 
6,000 Negro enlisted men arë now 
serving at 12 Naval. Ordnance 
Stations since August, 1942, and 
have been organized since May, 
1943, in.

‘lat advance bases in tt areas, 
ed Mr. Knox added, and’ these will 


be replaced at continental sta- 
-tions in the United.States by new 
recruits as they become available. 

The type of work being per- 
formed by men of the Negro Ord- 
nance Battalions ranges from 
manual labor to hazardous and 
skillful work on ammunition, the 
normal lot of all enlisted men. 
Specific duties performed by these

Netter of the U. S. Army reads 
the Herald-News, he probably recalls, with the proper , men- 
tal commentary, George Dewey Lipscomb’s piece published 
here some months ago, entitled “A Cup of Coffee.”

Why should we permit mix- 
ing of coloréd and white in the 
same block?”
